Writing—the latter two subjects not 
receiving enough attention,—Arithmetic, 
Home-Work—this should be done if 
possible with pen and ink,—Reviews, Friday 
afternoon exercises. These exercises should 
be of an interesting and enlivening nature to 
break up the monotony of school work. He 
strongly advised the Teacher® to have at 
least two public examinations each year. * 

EVENING Session. 


Mr. Joseph Reid M. A., LL. B.,of Stirling 
High School, gave a most interesting and 
valuable address on ‘‘ How to make School 
Life pleasant to Teacher and Pupil.’’ In his 
usual happy and pleasant manner he 
maintained the closest attention of his andi- 
ence for about half an hour. My. Reid 
doubtless carries into practice in his own 
schoo] that cheerfulness, earnestness, frank- 
ness and prudence which he advised the 
younger teachers to exercise. The teachers 
of North Hastings are always pleased to have 
this gentleman meet with them at Conven- 
tions. 

Mr. J. Coyle Brown, 1 P S.for Veterboro, 
showed how he would cultivate a taste for 
literature in children, Would begin very 
early, at least, in 2nd part of fires book.

The teaching of ** History, its fanctions 
and method *’ was handled by Mr, Simmons, 
of Stirling High Bchool, in such o way that 
pupils being tauglt according to his sugges- 
tions would be interested in this unpopular 
subject. He showed the need of historical cul- 
ture a3 & preparation for citizenship. Teacher 
must have a definite object in view, must 
pursue that object faithfully, his qualification 
must be of a high character, must be a 
historian. 

Mr. Scott, B. A., again gave the Cons 
vention many yaluable hints on Induction 
and De@netion in teaching. ;

Leaf-Blight and Powderly Mildew. 


M:. B. T. Galloway, Chief of the Divi- 
sion of Vegetable Pathology, Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, has issued a 

phiet on the treatment of nursery stock 
For leaf-blight and powdery mildew. 

Bordeaux mixture and the ammoniacal 
solution are the only fungicides now used in 
this work. In the nursery our usual plan 
of making these fungicides is as follows : 

Borpreaux Mixture. —Dissolve 12 pounds 
of powdered sulphate of copper or blue- 
stone in 15 or 20 gallons of water, using a 
half barrel or tub for the pu In an- 
other similar vessel make a milk of lime by 
stirring mp 8 pounds of either unslaked or 
air slak lime in 10 or 12 gallons of water. 
When the milk of lime is ready mix it with 
the copper solution in the following manner : 

Firat pour the copper solution into a barrel 
having « sapaeity of at least 45 gallons ; 
then slowly add the whitewash, pouring this 
through @ piece of coarse sacking, in order 
to remove bits of stone, wood, etc, Finally 
fill the barrel with water, stir thoroughly 
and apply as directed below. 


Ammontacan Soivrroyx.—In an ordinary 
water pail dissolve 5 ounces of carbonate of 
copper in 3 pints of aqua ammonia having 
# strength of 26 per cent. When complete- 
ved, pour the fluid into a barrel 
45 and fill the latter with 
water. If desirable the concentrated solution 
may be in advance and taken into 
the field in thistorm. When this plan is fol- 
lowed the liquid should be kept in tightly 
corked j In the solution pre- 
pated be this way it wi only be n 
to measure out 3 pints, pour this intoa 
barrel, and fill the latter with water.

A writer in the London Garden urges the 
importance of giving more room to some 
garden vegetables, among others to garden 
peas, tially of the largest varieties.

If she cannot have a 
college course, let her not fritter away what 
time she may have on algebra and the high- 
er mathematics, the lang aiiges and abstract 
science, but insist on her’ g % good 
reader, an accurate speller, and a fair pen- 
man ; for here lies the foundation of all 
after education. Let this be followed by a 
therough knowledge of practical arithmetic, 
language, grammar, geography, giving due 
attention to physical geography, history 
and civil government, physiology and hy- 
giene, botany and rhetoric. 

In many of our country schools civil gov- 
ernment, physical geography, and botanyare 
not taught, but if parents will combine and 
insist on it they will soon be added to the 
course. It seems to us to be as important 
to be familiar with its history, hence civil 
government sliould always follow the study 
of United States history. 

Physical geography and botany are beau- 
tifal studies, important to all, but if there 
be one class which would be benefited by 
them more than another, it certainly is the 
country people—they whose lives are spent 
amid the glories of nature and the beauties 
of her Flora, but who, alas! oftentimes 
** having eyes see not,” on account of lack 
of training along these lines. 

By all means let these studics be added 
to the district school course, so that our 
girls and boys may have opened up before 
them some of the wonders and beauties of 
this grand old earth. 

The lives of farmers’ wives and danghters 
are necessarily somewhat isolated, and 
much time is spent without companionship, 
other than their own families. How im- 
portant, then, that they be versed in all

Necessity of Natural Sleep. 


Dr, Talcott, Medical Superintendent of 
the Middletown (N. Y.) Insane Asylum, in 
alate report, makes some valuable sugges- 
tions upon the subject of sleep and sleepless- 
ness. Neither tongue nor pen can too em- 
phatically warn against the dangers which 
arise from loss of sleep. ‘'If the goddess 
of sleep fails to respond when we appeal to 
her for tender and soothing caresses,” writes 
the Doctor, ‘‘ then, indeed, we are not onl 
harassed in heart, but broken in brain, an 
made bankrupt in body and mind.” The 
choroid plexuses are the delicate fringings 
of blood vessels which project into the brain. 
At night and under favorable conditions 
they swell and guard the brain from all dis- 
turbances: but when these sentinels ot the 
brain are enfeebled by too great toil, physi- 
cal disease or mental weariness, they fail to 
do their work and the antagonist of sleep 
enters. In the brains of patients who have 
died insane, there has been found marked 
disease of these vessels. 

One of the most efficient treatments for 
sleeplessness is massage. This treatment is 
described in full in the Superintendent’s 
report. The free and indiscriminate use of 
narcotics is mentioned as one of the most 
frequent causes of insanity. They are 
principally used by the overworked, the 
worrying and discontented. Carlyle says, 
**The race of life has become intense ; the 
runners are treading on each other's heels; 
woe to him who stops totic his shoe 
strings.” Dr, Talcott suggests a remedy in 
these words: ‘‘ National decay can be 
averted only bya general reform in our 
methods of living, and foremost in the line 
of reform risesa grim and presistent de- 
mand for necessary and recuperative sleep.”

ia lying at the point of death at Earns- 
cliffe, the home of the Premior, ‘at 
Ottawa. Ho had been ailing at inter- 
vals since the elections in March last, 
but with the exception of a week or go, 


has generally been in his place in the 
House since the session opened. Two 
weeks ago Friday night ho was in his 
place until the adjournment of the 
House, when many a younger’man had 
left the chamber. At midnight, when 
the Speaker had left the chair, he mov- 
ed about among his followers as gay as 


the gayest. On Saturday morning he 
entertained a number of friends and 


followers at dinner at Earnscliffe. That 


night he caught a cold, and since then 
has not left his house. Hoe gave full 
attention, however, to sush public busi- 
ness as was urgent, until Friday night 
last his weakness grew so rapidly as to 
alarm his physicians, and a hurried 
consultation decided them that he was 
dying. The news fell. on the House 
like a pall, while the members were in 
the midst of a spirited debate, and an 
immediate adjournment took place. 
Since that hour the whole country hag 
been in a feverish state of excitement to 
hear the latest reports, and the tele- 
graph has been laden with m and 
almost hourly bulletins from his phy- 
sicians day and night. The immediate 
cause of his illness is paralysis, 

Among the anxious enquiries after the 
Premier’s condition regularly during the 
week has been cablegrams from Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria,Princess Louise, 
Lord Dufferin from Italy, Lord Lans- 
downe from India, and from leading 
statesmen of every English speaking 
nation. The news that Canada is to 
lose her first Minister has been every- 
where received with the most profound 
sorrow. 


The veteran Premier is over 76 years 
ofage. For over 40 years he has been 
prominent in the politics of the country, 
nearly 30 of which he has been at the 
head of the Government. 

The news of Sir John Macdonald's 
death, which cannot be very far off, 
will como as a shock to all Canadians, 
and even to a great many English speak- 
ing people the world over. He has not 
for years been in good health, but he 
seemed to have very much the same 
skill in getting over and fighting off

How to Use the Mails 


By direction of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral the Chief Post-Office Inspector, Mr, 
Sweetman, has lately been making spe- 
cial enquiry into certain cases in which 
letters and packages of more than ordin- 
ary size had been broken or torn 
in course of post. The chief inspector's 
investigations lead to the conclusion that, 
in the great majority of cases, the damage 
has been the consequence of the inferior 
coverings (envelopes, paper boxes, ete.) 
used for the articles in question. He 
thinks that if the public would enclose 
their large letters in envelopes of suffi- 
ciently good quality and of a size adapted 
to that of the contents, and if making 
up packages they use good wrapping 
paper and tie up the whole securely 
very few breakages would occur in 
course of post. It should be remem- 
bered that every letter and parcel cannot 
be laid in the most careful manner in 
the bag or box into which it has to be 
sorted. Post-office clerks would never 
get through their work if they had to 
adopt this mode of treatment for the 
vast quantities of matter passing through 
their hands, At the same time the 
chief inspector, by Mr. Haggart’s dir- 
ections, is renewing the instructions to 
post- office clerks to do all in their pow- 
er to avoid damage to mail matter, and 
this doubtless will have a good effect. 
If the public would work with the post- 
office to the extent of seeing that the 
articlas they postarevim good shape and 
well secured, the number of .complaints 
would be very materially redmeed.

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ABAD YEAR FOR WICKER AFRICANS. 


Fribes that have been Hoeatile to White Eu- 
terprives Reverecly Panicked, 


The past year has been a very bad one 
fer a number of tribesin Africa who have 
bony been noted for their hostility to the 
whites. One tribe, the Kishobo, a couple of 
hustired miles inland from Zanzibar, have 
earned a very bad reputation on account of 
the roberies and violence of which commer- 
ial caravans have been the victims. For 
the first time in their lawless career they 
wore much astonished three months ago by 
Major von Wissman, who sent an expetition 
against them, and gave them a very severe 
drubbing. His force confiscated 6,000 head 
of their cattle, a good deal of ammunition, 
and a large quantity of ivory. Two hundred 
of their warriors fell in the tight, sixty were 
wounded, and fifty were taken prisoners. 
The robber tribe was so completety humbled 
that they begged for the German flag, and 
Asserted most solemnly that never again 
would they molest traders, . 

Leas than ten years ago the Masai war- 
riorsof the lofty plateau extending northand 
north-west of Mount Kilima-Njaro were al- 
most unknown. No white explorer had yet 
ventured into their territory. Native cara- 
vans trading between the Indian Ocean and 
the Victoria Nyanza would not pass through 
their country unless they were at least 1,000 
strong. At a large meeting held in London 
to discuss the proposed exploration cf the 
Masai country, Archdeacon Farler and other 
missionaries who lived a little east of Masai- 
land, expressed the opinion that it would 
not be safe to go among this treacherous 
people, except in formidable force. The im- 
pression derived from the speeches of these 
whites,\ who knew most about the Masai, 
was that the natives were probably the most 
formidable in Africa, and that their country 
for many years. Joseph. Thomson, anex- 
tting through Masailand 
without any sacrifice of men. 

During the past two yerrs, however, the 
Masai have had some very severe lessons, 
and it is likely that they will be better be- 
haved in future.. In the recent expedition 
of Dr. Peters to Victoria Nyanza he went

He boldly faced the Masai, 
and in the end brought sheen to their knees. 
The book he has just published contains 
several pictures of battles between his force 
and the Masai, and he expresses great con- 
tempt for the pacific methods of Joseph 
Thomson, and says that he would never 
have submitted to such humiliating condi- 
tions of travel as the natives imposed upon 
the English explorer.

THE BODY EMBALMED, 


The casket is of rolled steel with 
rosewood finish and massive oxidized 
silver handles running the whole length 
of the sides and ends. The lining is 
white silk with cord festoons. Around 
the upper edge is tracery foliage work. 
The lifting panels and lids have hand- 
some silver knobs. The lifts themselves 
are in the shape of a wheel with folding 
wings. The casket is an exact fac simile 
of that of the late President Garfield. 
The late premier’s body was embalmed 
by Mr. S. Maynard Rogers, who says 
that it will be found ina perfect state 
of preservation 20 years hence. 


PARLIAMENT ADJOURNS, 


When the House of Commons met 
Monday afternoon the chamber was 
draped in mourning. The seat and 
desk lately occupied by the late Prem- 
ier was clothed in black and a wreath 
of Immortelles laid upon his desk. Fes- 
toons of mourning hung from the gal- 
leries, and from the front entrance of 
the main building and the clerk’s table 
was draped in black. The speaker an- 
nounced that out of deference to the 
memory of the deceased premier he had 
ordered the chamber to be draped in 
ay # and hoped the house would | 
approve his action. Sir Hector Lange- 
vin, acting leader of the Government, 
who was deeply moved, then rose, an- 
nounced the death of Sir John Macdon- 
ald whom he eulogized for his great 
services to Canada’ Sir Hector was so 
overcome that he was unable to speek at 
length, and closed by moving that the 
remains be publicly interred. Hon. 
Wilfrid Laurier delivered an eloquent 
and admirable address upon the life and 
career of the deceased statesman, and 
other prominent members followed in 
the same strain. The House then ad- 
journed until Tuesday, the 16th inst. 
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THE FUNERAL. 

The funeral of the dead Premier takes 
place at Kingston to-day, The Govern- 
ment decided that it should be made a 
state funeral, and the arrangments were

A atipelanes sum is paid for so much work, 
and if a man doubles or trebles the 7 
as many do, it is so much the better -for 
concerned, A workman easily makea fram 
20 to 30 cents a day, and the amount is 
charged to his credit. If « prisoner's sent- 
ence is long it is not uncommon for him to 
have $200 or $500 to his credit when he is 
discharged, which with the thrifty habit she 
has acquired makes a new man of him. 

A HORRIBLE CONTRAST.

If the food is 
not eaten for only twoor three days no at- 
tention is paid to it, for the prisoner may be 
shamming; but beyond a given length of 
time he cannot live without eating. 

Not the faintest sound nor glimmer of 
light penetrates these .awfyl wells. In the 
samevlothes hegoesin, unwashed, uncombed, 
withonteven a blanket or handful of straw 
to lie on, he languishes in sickness, lives or 
dies, with no means of making his condition 
known to those outside. He may count the 
lagging hours, sleep, rave, curse, pray, long 
for death, dash his brains ont, go mad if he 
likes—nobody knows it. He is dead to the 
world, and buried, though livirg. Six 
months is the usual sentence, ard, until 
lately, two years has been the limit. On'y 
one man has ever been know: to live a year, 
and the majority do not ontlast the second 
month. Those that survive the six.months 
are almost invariably driveling idiots .or 
dangerous maniacs. The door is always 
opened at night, when the sontence hns ox- 
pired, because in his enfeebled cordition 
after long darkness, the glare of cay w u'd 
be torture, if not death.

The Russian Crown Prince, to whom the 
eyes of the world have been drawn by the 
recent attemptat assassination in Japan, is 
probably the Lest educated man of his years 
in the world. For thirteen years the most 
celebrated instractors in the empire have 
done their all to develop the elementary 
training with which, in bis ninth year, he 
came into their hands, The Czarewitch ha 
labored as industriously to learn as they 
have to teach, He has, moreover, got an 
amazingly minute and accurate knowledge 
of the geography of the great land of the 
Romanotls, for, since he has been old 
enough to observe for himself, he has ac- 
companied his father and mother on all 
their longer toura in European Russia. The 
crowning ofallthiscareful preparation forthe 
responsibilities of reigning was to have been 
his journey through the East, and especially 
through Asiatic Siberia, 

In the Czarewiteh’s ninth year his father 
decided that he must have cight years’ drill 


in middle-grade studies, such as are taught, 


in the 1 st months of a high school and the 
first three terms of an American college, 
and four years’ drill in higher sciences. 
Adjt.-Gen. Gregory Grigorevitch Danilo- 
vitch, director of the second Russian 
military school was entrusted with his 
education. Classical languages were exclud- 
ed from the course, and them were snub- 
stituted the elements of physics, mineralogy 
botany, zoology, anatomy, physiology, 
and biology. German, French, and English 
were taught to him with the thoroughness 
of the Russian linguist. The lower course 
was further extended to include a detailed 
study of Russian literature and Russian 
political history. The duration of the high- 
ercourse was extended to five years even- 
tually. All the great military sciences were 
comprised in the course. Civil government, 
the theory of taxation, and political econom 
were emptied whole upon the Czarewitch’s 
mental digestion. ‘To all this was added a 
careful and comprehensive drillin juris- 
prudence, as taught at the great German 
nniversities. Betweon 1888 and 1890, the 
last two years of his course, he was a mem- 
ber of the Imperial Council and the Com- 
mitte of Ministers, and took active part in 
the work of both bodies, soas to acquaint 
himself intimately with legislation and ad- 
ministration. 

Besides the Russian tours supplementary 


to his school training, the Czarewitch saw a | 8°

Apparently the Argentine Republic has 


ties ; at any rate, there appears at this mo- 
ment no further declivity down which it 
can slide. The National Government has 
suspended the cash Ma dag of its guaranties 
and the payment of its interest account for 
three years; all the provincial and munici- 
pal governments are in detault ; the Nation- 
al and Provincial Banks, two of the leading 
financial institutions of the country, have 
suspended piyments to depositors for two 
months; and the Hypothetecary Bank of 
Buenos Ayres has defaulted in the payment 
of interest upon the cedulas, which are 
mertgaged bonds issued by that bank to the 
sum of over $300,000,000 tothe owners of 
rea} estate, the interest and sinking fund 
being furnished out of the money paid by 
the borrowers to the bank, and the province 
of Buenos Ayres guaranteeing the bonds. 
This last transaction may be regarded as 
typical of Argentine finance, The vast 
majority of the borrowers of these $300,- 
000,000 are in default, the bank it- 
money, and the Provin- 
cial Government cannot pay the interest on 
its own debt, tosay nothing of the interest 
on these special mortgage bonds. The 
trouble does not stop here. The company 
which was building the water-works has 
failed, the railroad companies are seriously 
embarrassed, and as the provincial govern- 
ments are bankrupt the guaranties which 
the companies have received from these 
governments are worthiess.

The Italian Government has taken steps 
to check the extraordinary emigration 
movement which is sapping the strength of 
King Humbert’srealm. Butits restrictions 
are not such as to meet with the approval 
of the United States, which country is the 
Mecca of the Italian emigrant. ‘The aged, 
the decrepid, and criminais aud paupers are 
allowed full liberty to leave their native 
land for its good, bat minors are now per- 
mitted to do so only under certain cireum- 
stances, There will have to be counterbal- 
ancing restrictions on this side of the 
Atlantic as well. 


The Toronto Humane Society is doing 
good work in a quiet way. The number of 
prosecutions for crueity last year was 187, 
and between 800 and 900 people received 
warnings. The educative work of the so- 
ciety is still more important, inasmuch asit 
is better to edu ate people into kindness 
than to punish them for cruelty. ‘The so- 
ciety’s k, ‘‘Aimsa and Objects,” the 
‘*Humane Advocate,” and pamphlets giv- 
ing information as to Bands of Mercy were 
freely distributed. After a few years of this 
work we may hope to see such an exhibition 
as is wimessed in Richmond, Va., where 
squirrels abound in the public park and take 
food from the hands of tze children. 


The United States Consul at Gibraltar has 
made a report to the State Department at 
Washington in regard to foreign immigra- 
tion to the United States, in which he says 
thatno fewer than thirty-one foreign steam- 
ships have touched atthat port during the 
last four months, carrying 20,065 ILtalian 
immigrants to the United States, and that 
several other steamships are excepted to 
follow with many more immigrants. The

shouting for a duty of five cents per dozen 
there were sent from this country to 
Canada 625,168. dozen of eBge and that they 
were valued at $89,444. is is a great 
tribute to the industry of the American hen 
and leads us to suggest that those who in- 
sisted upon loading eggs with a duty of five 
cents per dozen to “ protect the American 
farmer” lyk indulging in a cheap sort of 
de tmay prove injurious when 
the real facts are sadacstoud.”

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The New Cabinet. 


All the old Members of the Covern- 
ment remain in office. 


Consequent upon the death of thé 
late Premier, Sir John A. Macdonald, 
the Government of Canada was dissol. 
ved, and it was necessary for the 
Governor-General to entrust the forming 
of a new Cabinet to another man. 
Hon. J.J. C. Abbott, Senator, wae 
selected for the position, and as was to 
be expected, all the old members of the 
Government were retained in their 
positions. The following was the 
“official” statement given to the House 


when it re-assembled on Tuesday, and 
the work of Parliament now goes on as 
usual :— 

Sm Hector Laneevin, on orders of 
the day being reached, arose and said: 
Before the orders of the day arecalled I - 
wish to read to the House a statement 
which has been presented to me by Hon. 
Mr. Abbott, member of the Privy Coun- 
cil for Canada, which is as follows : 

“Having obtained the requisite per- 
mission from his excellency, I desire to 
make a statement of proceedings. After 
the death of the late the Right Hon. 
Sir John Macdonald it was felt by his 
excellency that the state of public affeirs 
did not necessitate the formation of a 
new Cabinet until the grave had closed 
over the late Premier and the last honors 
had been paid him. On the morning * 
following the funeral his exceliency, 
exercising his constitutional right, ap- 
plied to Hon. Sir John Thompson for 
his advice with respect to the steps 
which should be taken for the formation 
ofa new Government, Later, on the 
same day, by Sir John Thompson's ad- 
vice ,I was my-self summoned by his 
excellency, and, after consideration, I. 
accepted on the following day the duty 
which his excellency desired me to 
assume, I, therefore, communicated 
with my colleagues, and requested their 
consent to remain in their respective 
offices, and with their assent submitted 
to his excellency my recommendation 
that they should be continued in the 
positions, which his excellency was 
pleased to approve, and he also sanc- 
tioned my assuming the departmental 
office of President of the Council. The 
vacancy caused by the lamented death 
of the late Right Hon. Sir John Mac- 
donald hag not been filled, and pending 
the appointment of a successor the affairs 
of the Department of Railways will be 
administered by a member of the Cabi- 
net.

A. Visit to the Cemetery, 

The Madoc “city of the dead’’ is an at- 
tractive place to visit, but it isa matter for 
regret to see the grass and flowers all dried 
up as has been the case lately. Would it 
not be a good idea if the owners of plots and 
interested parties would make some arrange- 
ment to provide water so the plots could be 
kept fresh and green? There has been a 
number of fine monuments recently erected ; 
amongst the best is a very large and handsome 
cottage monument erected on the Dale plot, 
inscribed in memory of an old resident, John 
Dale. The lettering is cut in the granite 
and inlaid with gold leaf. The monument 
is ot a very attractive design, made of Aber- 
deen red Scotch granite, and is a lasting 
memorial. Another new and very attractive 
monument is on the Wright plot. This is 
the largest and most attractive stone in the 
cemetery. It isa new design of handsome 
proportions, massive and substantial looking ; 
stands about 12 feet high, and weighs ‘about 
Stons. It is made of dark Scotch granite 
from the Ben Cruchrn quarries, Scotland, 
There.is a good deal to be admired in this 
work, the large handsome mouldings, the 
beautiful tracery work, the handsomely cary- 
ed draped urn that surmounts the top, and 
the high gloss finish, all of which display the 
master workman's skill in the different ways 
of working and ornamenting stone. The 
lettering is similar to the Dale stone, cut in 
and gilded, and looks yery neat on the dark 


polished faces of the stone. It is inscribed | 


in memory of Andrew and Jane Wright and 
their two infant children, with the very 
appropriate epitaph ‘*Watch, for you know 
not the hour."" These monuments were 
erected by the well known firm of J. Coughlin

Struck by Lightning. 

Monday night, during the severe thunder 
storm, the barn of Mr. W. J. Wiggins, near 
Queensboro, was atruck by lightning and 
entirely consumed, together with all the con- 
tents. The buildings consisted of barn, 
drive-house, and stables, and the loss will be 
a heavy one, only being « small insurance. 
We have not heard what the total loss will 
amount to. 


Since the above was put in type we learn 
that Mr. Wiggins had $400 insurance 
on barn, and $500 on the contents, which 
latter will cover the loss which was princi- 
pally about fifteen tons of hay, some grain, 
&e. 

During the same storm lightning struck 
the school house a short distance from Mr. 
Wiggins’ place, doing considerable damage 
to the building but not setting it on fire. 

On Tuesaday evening the lightning again 
paid a visit to Mr. Wiggins’ place, striking 
& clothes line a few feet from the door of the 
dwelling. Dr. Wills, of Queensboro, had a 
narrow escape from being instantly killed, as 
he had called at the house to wait until the 
shower passed‘over, and was sitting on the 
veranda when the lightning struck. Splin- 
ters from the clothes-line post were thrown 
on his lap, and he was partially stunned. 
Mrs. Wiggins’ also had anatrow escape, as 
she had only taken the clothes off the line a | 
few minutes before the bolt struck.

Life of Sir Johner 

For the past three years E. B. Biggar, of 
Montreal, has been gathering anecdotes’ and 
facta relating to Sir John Macdonald, and 
the result is an anecdotal life of Sir John, 
which will be issned inashort time.

Inhuman Treatment. 

We take the following from the Manitou. 
lin Guide, of Gore Bay, Ont., of last week, 
The treatment accorded the young man was 
most inhuman, and ought to be investigat- 
ed :—*‘A young man named John Thompson, 
whose parents reside in Madoc, county of 
Hastings, died in the lock-up here, on Friday 
last of typho-malarial feyer. He was in a 
dying condition when he got off the boat, 
from Spauish River, without money and 
without friends, was arrested as a vagrant, 
and run into a cell, in which he had scarcely 
roomtoturn.

‘Fiverun—Maxtuca or FRUCTIFICATION.— 
Over the vast northwestern territory, reach- 
ing from St. Paul, in lativude 45°, to Fort 
Liard, in latitude 60°; a region of vigorous 
winters, cool, moist springs, and dry, but 
intense summers, the undue luxuriance of 
stem and foliage is checked in the first stage 
of growth, greatly to the advantage of the 
fruit and seed. This vigor, given to vegeta- 
tion in cold climates by the rapid increase 
and prolonged action of summer heat, has 
oiten been observed, but has been best form- 
ulated by Dr. Samuel Forry, a physician 
and medical writer, who died on Nov. 8, 
1844, and was best known for a publication 
in the “‘ American Journal of Geology ” on 
the ‘“‘Acclimating Principle of Plants,” 
cited above. 

He states asa universal fact that the 
cultivated plants yield the greatest product 
near the northernmost limit at which they 
wili grow. His illustrations embrace nearly 
every plant known to commerce and used 
either for food or clothing. Cotton, a 
tropical plant, yields the best staple in the 
temperate latitudes, Flax and hemp are 
cultivated throngh a great extent of lati- 
tude, butthe lintin southern latitudes, 
forved into premature maturity, acquires 
neither consistency nor tenacity, and we 
must go to the north in Europe to find these 
plants in perfection. Rice is tropical, yet 
Carolina and Florida grow the finest in the 
world. Indian corn is a sub-tropical plant, 
but it produces the heaviest crops near the 
northernmost limits of its range. in the 
West Indies it rises thirty feet, but pro- 
duces only a few grains on the bottom of a 
spongy cob, and is regarded only as a cough 
rovender for cattle, In the rich lands of 
the Middle States it will often produce fifty 
to sixty bushels to the acre, butin New. 
York and in New England agricultural 
societies have actually awarded premiums 
for 125 bushels to the acre. What is a more 
certain crop in New York, in northern parts 
of Pennsylvania and Ohio, and the Baltic 
districts of Europe than in the south 
either of Europe or America.

the eminent way in which they are suscep- 
tible. In the South a foreing sun - brings 
the potato to fructification before the roots 
have had time to attain their proper qualifi- 
cations for nourishment. 

So far the sugyestive illustrations of Dr. 
Forry, but will venture to edd a farther in- 

tance from the central wheat district of 
North America. At its southern margin in 
Minnesota and Iowa, seldom more than two 
well-formed grains are found in each cluster 
or tascicle forming the row; in northern 
Minnesota, Dakota, and Manitoba three 
grains become habitual, and from heads of 
wheat brought to me from Prince Albert on 
the Saskatchewan and Fort Vermilion on 
the Peace River I have separated five well- 
formed grains from each cluster or group 
forming the head, which is a decisive evi- 
dence that the perfection of the wheat plant 
is attaired near the most northern limit of 
its successful growth. 

Sixta—Fan. Proverrne ron Wiear.—I 
append tothe foregoing summary of the 
successful conditions of wheat culture, o 
brief reference to the preparation of the 
soil, if not the sowing of wheatin the late 
autumn. The only instances of injury from 
frost are where invaluable time is lost in the 
spring by a neglect of the practice, now tn- 
iversalin Minnesota and Dakota, of fully 
preparing the ground for the seed 1n autumn, 
which can be supplemented with entire sue- 
cess in the Saskatchewan and other north- 
ern districts, by sowing spring wheat sub- 
sequent to the fifteenth of October. In 
1880, the Hon. A..G. B. Bannatyne, of Win- 
nipeg, sowed all the varieties of sprin 
wheat exhibited at the Provincial Fair o 
that year, in his garden on the 2d of Novem- 
ber, none of which failed to germinate in 
the following spring (although a mild, open 
winter would be fatal), and all were harvest- 
ed by the Sth of August. 

The kindred topic of annual development 
in high northern latitudes, I will not under- 
take to discuss, but hoped to be indulged in 
citing the experience of European Russia, 
especially in the district northeast of Mos- 
cow, in respect to fruits. Neither the

Reverting to the leading topic of the 
northern limitation of wheat cultivation on 
this continent, I will only add two American 
authorities, Mr. Lorin Blodgett, in his stan- 
dard work on the ‘ Climatology of North 
America,” published thirty years ago under 
the auspices of the Smithsonian Institution, 
observes: ‘‘A line drawn from Thunder Bay, 
on Lake Superior, northwest to the Macken- 
zie River, at the sixticth parallel, and from 
that point southwest to the Pacific coast, 
would include an immense district adapted 
to wheat, with only the local exception of 
mountains and morasses,”” and Mr. J. A. 
Wheelock, First Commissioner of Statistica 
of Minnesota, has estimated that ‘‘in the 
Hudson Bay territory, outside of the old 
provinces, 200,000,000 acres are adapted to 
wheat raising,” Both of these authoritative 
statements, with other competent testimon 
confirm me in the belief that the river val- 
leys converging to Lake bigs! fs and 
Athabasca have the requisite conditions of 
soil and climate‘for the settlement and or- 
ganization of four territorial divisions, each 
equal to the State of Minnesota, and that 
the exchanges of the cotton zone of the 
lower Mississippi States, the corn zone verg- 
ing on the shores of the great lakes, and 
the wheat zone raging as far north as in 
Europe, and thefurs, minerals, timber, and.

A very remarkable story haa just reached 
the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society 
Oa — 5 last ten wretched negroes were 
landed at the t of Kurrachee, at the 
mouth of the Indus River, in British India. 
There were five boys and five girls in the 
party, and they had had a mdést heartrend- 
ing experience, About a year before they 
had been shipped from the neighborhood of 
Zanzibar, with about 100 other slaves, by 
Arabs who had bronght them from the far 
interior of Africa.

Destroying the Cut Worm. 


One of the most destructive pests in a 
| garden is the cut worm, a dull grey grub 
| about an inch in length and a quarter of an 
| inchin thickness with such powerful claws 

that he can cut a plant in two almost as thick 
as himself ‘This isthe time of year when 
he gets in his work and the resvlt is particu. 
| larly distressing, ag he destroys choice flower 
| plants which are expensive to buy or raise, 
, and often cannot be replaced. The cnt worm 
works at nightand can be found alongside 
the plant he has rained below the snsface. 
Fortunately there is an easy and simple meang 
, af circumventing this goth of the garden, 
| which is by sprinkling the surface of the 
| ground with a weak solution of paris green in 
water—say a teaspoonful to the gallon, If 
) nitrate of soda is used in the garden it would 
| be as well to dissolve a tablespoonful to the 
| gallon in the same water, which will give the 
| plants a concentrated fertilizer just when they

shown that among boys under twenty the 

| excessive use of tobacco ranked third among 
the causes of disordered intellect. 

The lad who reade these words, if a 
smoker, will probably admit that there is 
but little pleasure in smoking the cigarette. 
Certainly he will do so if he is frank. He 
smoked at firat because he fancied it made 
him look like aman ; afterwards because the 
habit conld not be shaken off easily.

‘IT have planted several thousand trees 
during the last ten years,’ eaya a nursery- 
man, ‘and have seldom been called upon to 
replace one that has died. The success is 
the reanlt of a very simple but seldom failing 
precaution. When the tree is planted « 
piece of wood not less than three inches wide, 
aud high enough to reach the lowest branches, 
should be driven into the ground just south 
vf the tiee. This keeps the sun off it during 
two-thirds of the day and prevents the sap 
and bark being burned up before-new roots 
have been formed. Any one adopting thie 
plan will be certain to have success with his 
trees no matter how poorly they look when 
first planted.’’

Moisture and Manure. 


From the earliest ages farmers have every- 
where recognized the fact that their success 
more on abundant rains or else on 

tion to furnish moisture than on any 
other one cause. It is quite common to say 
that manure is the farmer’s mainstay. 
Fertility is, of course, a necessity, but even 
plant food, ‘unlessin condition® tu be ap- 
ted by crops, availeth nothing. ‘The 

only way that crop can feed throngh theirs 
rooteis having plant foodin solution 
with water. A solid mass of manure, how- 
ever much fertility itmay contain, is an 
obstruction and injury rather than a benefit. 
anure may in excess kill the plants to 

which it ie applied, and it does this more 
often than in any other way by absorbing 

the moisture which the plants need. 

All stable manare is so largely composed 
of carbon that it will absorb a great deal of 
water without giving any of it out unless 

reased. the manure ferments in the 
soil it becomes moist, but it is from water 
that air or soil has furnished. Often when 
applied late in'spring it does not ferment 
during the summer, and especially if it is so 
. coarse and strawy that it contains a consider- 
amount of air. It requires really an 
enormous amount of water to make coarse 
manure applied early in the spring available 
the first season, ially as itis generally 
dried out by exposure to the air before be- 
ing plowed under the furrow. Take one of 
these coarse, dry clods of manure and drop 
water slowly upon it until it is thorough] 
saturated and moist on the under side 
Anyone who has not tried this will be sur- 
prised at the amount of water a single clod 
of manure two inches square will absorb. 
Now suppose this manure is turned under 
five*or six inches of soil. Begin to 
inkle a foot square ‘of newly | plowed 
land, and if done slowly so that none runs 
off, an inch depth of water will scarcely 
wet down two or three inches. In other 
words, a full inch of water might fall, and 
a top-dressing of dry stabie manure plowed 
under five or six inches deep would not get 
from the rain a particle of moisture to make 
ite fertility available.
